| THe New YEAR.—Last night when 
the clock chimed out the hour of 12 
the year 1873 was born unto the world. 
What joys and sorrows it brings in its 
train we know not—the future must 
develop them. But we are permitted 
to hope that it ushers in an era of pros 
perity and happiness to all our friends 
and the world generally. Nothing we can 
write will prove so interesting to the 
reader as the following description as 
to how New Year’s Eve and the day are 
looked upon an observed in different 
climes, as well asthe mention of some 
ancient customs, so we yield the 
space. 


All civilized and semi-civilized races 
of mankind appear, as if by natural in- 
stinct, tohave adopted cither ceremo- 
nials, rejoicings, or an interchange of 
social amenitics, at the inauguration of 
a new year. 

As the period of the demise of the 
old and birth o’ the new year is not 
arbitrary, but merely marks the comple- 
tion of the earth’s revolution around 
the sun from any one point to its orbit 
back to the same point, or nearly so, 
the times of such “so-called New Years 
vary. Thus the Christian, the Jewish, 
the Mohammedan, and the Chinese an- 
niversaries, occur at different times. 

We have in the United States a sufli- 
cient number of the first two and of the 
last named celebrations brought prom- 
inently under our notice ; and, speak- 
ing generally, these all make it a season 
of rejoicing and social reunion. 

The Jewish New Year, however, is 
attended by more strictly religious cere- 
monies, of longer duration than those 
of other sects, and includes on some 
days a partial cessation of business. 
With the Israelites, visits of congratula- 
tion and compliment are secondary to 
the religious observances. It is unne- 
cessary to comment upon the usual man. 
ner in which the new year is celebrated 
by the generality of the American peo- 

le. 
. The Chinese, who are so numerous in 
the State of California, and whose noisy 
demonstrations involye so heavy an 


|expenditure of gunpowder, are reputed 


to consider it an absolute necessity to 
pay all indebtedness on this occasion, 
and those who are positively unable to 
discharge their liabilities shall be set 
free from them. This is the theory, 
but it would appear that association 
with outside barbarians has greatly 
tended to modify it in practice when 
abroad. 

In their own native land the rule is 
carried out more rigidly, but such is 
the disgrace attendant upon New Year 
insolvency that suicides among the im- 
pecunious at that time are said to be 
ireguent, a species of high- mindedness 
that but i!l accords with our gencralily 
received notions of Chinese ethics. 

Among the English the festivities of 
New Year’s eve and day are of a very 
ancient date. In the feudal times the 
head of the house presided at these 
merry-makings over a huge bowl of 
spiced ale are somewhat strangely named 
‘‘lamb’s wool.” Having first drunk to 
the health of those assembled, he passed 
it around to the others. As cach took 
the bowl to drink he pronounced the 
Saxon word “Wass hael,” meaning your 
health, apd from this sprung the name 
“‘wassail bowl.” Numerous songs were 
sung, one of which, of Gloucestershire 
origin, contains the following verse : 
‘“‘Wassail, wassail, over the town, 

Our bread is white, our ale is brown ; 

Our bowl is made of the maple tree— 

We be good fellows al!, I drink to thee. 
o_o and bring us a bowl of the 
I — your soul in heaven may rest ; 

But if you do bring us a bowl of the small, 
Then down shall fall butler, bow! and all.” 

The poor people carried round on 
the last day of the year a bowl 
ornamented with ribbons, and begged 
for the wherewithal to get it filled, so 
that they, too, might enjoy the was- 
sail. 

At the monasteries, thén so numerous 
in England, the abbot stood behind an 
enormous wassail bowl, which was 
cailed, in their ecclesiastical language, 
“Poculum Caritatis,” and, having drunk 
toWll, the others drank in regular suc- 
cession, the one to the other, until the 
wassqil had gone the round of the 
tables. 


A relic of this custom is still retained 
by the corporation of the city of Lon- 
don. A double-handled flagon of 
spiced wine is placed before the lady- 
mayoress if she be present, or, in her 
absence, before the presiding officer, 
and she or he, standing up and holding 
the flagon in both hands, drinks to the 
health of the company, as called out by 
the toast master. He then passes it to 
the person on his left hand, who, also 
standing, drinks to Ais left hand neigh- 
bor and go on in turn until all have par. 
taken. The ceremony is known as that 
of the “Loving Cup.” 

The tinging out of the old year and 
ringing in of the new has, among some 
of the Methodists, giving place to sanq- 
ing ¢n ‘he New Year, and in Yorkshire, 
England is known as the “Watch- 
Night Service.” The congregation 
havirg assembled, and the usual ser- 
vices having been performed so as to 
terminate shortly before midnight, a 
psalm is sung, after which perfect si- 
lence is maintained, each person being, 
or supposed to be, engaged ir silent 
prayer until the hour of tweve strikes. 
At. tie first stroke of the clock all joi: 
in the Weslevan hymn— 


Come, let us anew 
Our journey pursue, 
ctc., ete. 


Roll round with the year,” 

The igtroduction of religious services 
in connection with the advent of the 
new yest would appear to be again 
vaining,wound—* improving the occa- 
sion,” it3s termed Dy some, by urg- 
ing onfall 3 resolution to amend their 


ways toreftect on the past: 


that gooc thinketh may do, 
And God willaelp him thereunto; 

For never yet vas good work wrought 
Without beginiaing of good thougit,”’ 


Episcopal dergymen, of some of tie 
districts where other denominations are 
gaining groun¢,have adopted a“ Watch 
Night Service,” probably from motives 
of policy, but the movement is not gen 
eral with that ody in England—most 


of the clergy of$he Established Church | 


J. Edwards on Monday afternoon. 


being opposed to it on the ground that 
thie status of the Church demands that 
it should be the inaugurator of any ad-~ 
ditional observances, not the follower of 
such as may be introduced by other 
sects. 

The celebration of New-Year’s eve 
and day is much more marked in Scot- 
land than in England, and its greater 
prominence may be in some sort at- 
tributed to there being no Christmas 
festival permissible by the Calvinistic 
regume. In this connection it may be 
observed that, to the same cause, oper- 
ating upon the Puritan settlers of New 
England, may be traced the more nota- 
ble celebration of the day in America. 

Till within a very few years the 
drinking trom the wassail bowl, at 
the passing away of the old year, pre- 
vailed in Scotland. Io that country, as 
in some others which shall be nameless, 
excesses are too much the order of the 
day ; and, so general is the cusigm of 
indulging freely, onthe plea that 1t 
comes but once a year, that, by mid-day, 
persons of standing and position even, 
may not unfrequently be seen in the 
streets of the larger cities, whose uncer- 
tain gait betrays the depth of their po - 
tations. Norare these cases entirely 
confined to the stronger sex. The 
police have instructions, it is presumed, 
to be conveniently blind, so long as the 
peace is preserved, so that few arrests 
for intoxication are made. 

The custom of “first-footing” is gen- 
erally prevalent in the “Land vo’ Cakes.” 
Parties, generally consisting of men 
only, with an abundant supply of whis- 
key, visit the homes of their triends, as 
soon after midnight as may be, to wish 
them the compliments of the’scason; and 
the person who first enters a house for 
that purpose is denominated “first-foot,” 
The ytoast most in vogue, is, “A 
gude New Year to ye, and mony may 
ye see.” Forty years ago a rule ob- 
tained in some sort, that all ladies 
found out of doors aiter 12 o’clock were 


liable to pay the forfeit ofa kiss. As 
many parties were given on 
New Year’s eve, of course 


numerous of the fair sex were eut after 
that hour, and none would venture to 
take their departure except in carriages, 
and even these were stopped frequently 
by parties of young men, and the in- 
mates compelled to submit to the inevi- 
table New-Year salute. As the melan- 
cholly prince says, “It is a custom more 
honored in the breach than inthe obser- 
ance ;” but young men of that day were 
of a different opinion. The writer re- 
members being one of a party which 
stopped the carriage of Sir Alexander 
Keith, of Ravelstone. .\s there were 
four horses, and as the postilions dreve 
very rapidly, the feat was not accom- 
plished without considerable risk, two 
of the undergraduates being thrown 
beneath the horses’ feet. The carriage 
was stopved, however, and the old 
gentleman acknowledged tiie capture, 
and counselled the three ladies within 
to make no fuss about it, but quictly 
resign themselves to their fate. In this 
case most of the young gentlemen were 
personally acquainted with the baronet’s 
family. This habit admitted, however, 
of much abuse, and was the occasion of 
msny serious broils, so that people 
began to set ther faces against the cus- 
tom, and it has, consequently, of late 
years fallen into disuse.— Gordon Green- 
law in Appleton’s Journal.

Slavery Question—Opposition of 

the Citizens to King Amadeu 

Fatal Wreck at Sea, Etc. 

ZANZIBAR, Dec. 18.—The United 
States steamer Yantic arrived on the 
10th. Captain Wilson, with United 
States consul John T. Webb and officers 
of the ship, visited Sultan on 11th.— 
They were reccived by troops and met 
by Sultan in front of the palace. Capt. 
Wilson represented to Sultan the senti- 
ment of the American people in regard 
to slavery and requested the abrogation 
of the clause of the treaty with England, 
which permits slavery to Zanzibar and 
to British Dominion Territory, contain- 
ed in the treaty made with England in 
1840. The sultan’s reply was received 
on 17th. He says, “thirty-three years 
azo I was forbidden by my father to 
export slaves to Muscato.” The slaves 
now carried there are stolen by Arabs 
and tribes from Persian Gulf. I will 
make strong efforts in the future to pre- 
vent the kid-napping these slaves. I 
will make every effort.

A CHAPTER IN. THE HISTORY 
OF EMANCIPATION. 

The tollowing invitation, which has 
beentlaid upon our table, has brought to 
mind an article which we recently read, 
taken from Mr. Welles’ History of 
Emancipation : 

“TENTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE PRocLa- 
MATION OF EMANCIPATION. | 

“You are cordially solicited to be 
present at Metropolitan Hall, Wednes- 
day, January ist, 1873, on the occasion 
ef the Grand Emancipation Prociamas 
‘tion Celebration, exercises to coimence 

at 10 o’clock, A. M, 
C.N. HUNTER, 
President of the Day, 
H. LOCKITART, 
Chairman Com. of Arrangements, 
H. LANE, 
Chief Marshal.

Secretary.” 

It may teresting to our readcrs 
to refer to the views of the members oi 
Mr. Lincoln’s Cabinet, when the question 
of the emancipation proclamation was 
first discussed. According to Mr. Gid- 
eon Welles, who was then Mr. Lincoln's 
Secretary of the Navy, the subject was 
first mentioned in August 1862. 

It was President Lincoln’s own sug 
gestion, and early in that month he 
called a specia! meeting of the Cabinet 
to take the matter into consideration. 

At this meeting Mr. Blair and Mr. 
Chase were absent, the other members 
of the Cabinet being present aud taking 
part in the debate. | 

President Lincoln then submitted a 
rough draft of the proclamation of: 
emancipation, the substance of which 
was that after a certain day, all the’! 
slaves in the States in rebellion should

be offered their freedom. He invited a} 


free discussion of the contemplated step, 
remarking, at the same time, that the 
question was fully settled in his own' 
mind ; “that he had decreed emancipa-~_ 
tion in a certain contingency, and tue 
responsibility of the measure was hia, 
but he desired to hear the views of his 
associates and receive any suggestions, 
for or against, which they might make,” 

The President added that he had 
dwelt long on the subject, and formed 
his own conclusions, and had already 
mentioned the matter in confidence to 
one or two of the members. 

Mr. Bates, from Missouri, is represen 
ted as having very decidedly approved 
of the proposition but wished to couple 
deportation with emancipation. He 
said that although a Southern man, and 
born ina slave State, he was always 
opposed to slavery. He wished the 
slaves to be free, but thought the 
colored race should leave the country. 
He thought it was impossivle for the 
two races to assimilate but by 
amalgamation, and “they could not 
amalgamate without degradation and 

demoralization to the white race.” 

whites,” added Mr. Eates, 

- ‘émight ke brought down but the negroes 
could not ‘be lifted to a much higher 
plane than they now occupied. He had 
been a close observer of the influence of 
slavery on the enterprise and welfare ot 
the country through a long life, had 
deplored its effects, and himself had 
given freedom to his own slaves, and 
wished them and their fellows in Africa 
or elsewhere than in the United States, 
He was fully convinced the two races 
could not live and thrive in social prox- 
imity. The result of any attempt to 
place them oa terms of cquality would 
be strife, contention and a vicious pup- 
ulation as in Mexico. The whitcs might 
be debased, but the blacks could not 
be elevated, even by the disgusting pro- 
cess of mixed breeds, which was repug- 
nant to nature and to our moral and 
better instincts. He therefore wished a 
system of deportation to accompany any 
scheme of emancipation. THESE WERE 
ALSO THE PRESIDENT’s VLEWS.” 

The above is the language of Mr, 
Welles, and we presame it will not be 
questioned. 

Mr. Seward is represented as favoring 
& postponement of the proposition, 
saying 1t would be considered “a des- 
pairing cry—a shrick from and for the 
the Administration—rather than for 
freedom.” The President concurred with 
Mr. Seward, and suspended his procla- 
mation until after the battle of Antie- 
tam, on the 17th of September foilow- 
ing.

The custom of calling on friends on 
New Yeur’s day has grown into desue- 
tude in Raleigh, but, we understand,will 
| be revived to-day, on the part, at least, 
of a portion of our citizens. We believe 
that in Wilmington, Charlotte and per- 
haps in other localities in this State, the 
fashion has been kept up, and we do 
not know the cause of its discontinu- 
ance here. 

The Norfolk Journal, in an editorial 
on the subject, warns its young friends 
of the dangers that lurk around their 
paths in imbibing too freely of the hos- 
pitalities that are usually extended to 
visitors on such occasions. 

The Journal says: 


“It is a beautiful custom—calling and 
being called upon on New Year's Day. 
It brings friends together in all the 
frankness and freedom ot the social 
circle. It engenders geniality. It puts 
down the next milestone that markes 
our prog: ess through life, with a laugh 
and a cheer, instead of a sigh. It opens 
the new year with the reseate hue of 
heartiness and happiness at home, with 
our families and our friends familiarly 
interchanging civilities and socialities 
around. It is a beautiful custom, we 
have said; but it may be made, in some 
instances, indeed it 1s, an ug_y one. 

To meet and greet one another as we 
do on New Year’s Day, under our 
sacred roofs, with warm hands and 
warmer hearts, is conductive of good 
feeling and good faith, and it ought to 
be, too, full of good lessons and exam- 
ples promotive of goed habits in the 
young men who are justi stepping upon 
the threshold of the world and society. 
But it is not always so. The wine glass 
is sometimes too temptingly proffcred to 
the inexperienced youth, making, per. 
haps, his first New Year’s call. He 
finds it the fashion to pledge the health 
of the host and hostess in the “con- 


scious water that owned its God 
and blushed ;” he repeats at every 
house visits, and ere _ the 
evening comes he _  is_ the 
first time it may be, inebriated. His 


friends, his lady friends, indeed who 
have handed him the glass. think it is 
an excellent joke, and laugh at him 
and rally him when they meet him 
again; and there lies the danger in the 
charming New Year’s calls. 

We would pot be understood as 
reading a temporary lecture, or even 
advising against wine-bottles, decan- 
ters,punch-bowlsfand egg-nogg as cheer- 
ful features at New Year’s receptions ; 
we only mean that the young gentle- 
men should not be invited by the old 
gentlemen or the old ladies or the young 
ladies to participate in the bibulous 
parts of the entertainment; or, if in 
hospitality and politeness it is impossi- 
ble to avoid inviting them, they should 
show their manhood by gracetully de- 
clining.

For the third time the great show- 
iman has been burnt out. Immediately 
after the fire a representative of the 
World called upon Mr. Gorham, the 
agent of Mr. Barnum, at the residence 
of the iatter gentleman, corner of Fifth 
l avenue and Thirty-ninth street, in the 
evening, and obtained from him = the 
following statemept. In answer to the 
inquiry as to the amount of the loss, Mr. | 
Gorham said: “I cannot give you the 
exact loss, but I should place the money 
value at a rough estimate at from $180,- 
000 io $200,000 ; but the money value 
does not adequately express the loss,— 
There were many rare animals and ar- 
ticles ot exhibition cdestroyed which 
cannot be replaced, Tor instance, there 
were the four giraffes, which were the 
only giraffes in the couatry; there are 
two others I believe in London, and 
these are all this side of South Africa. 

You cannot put a cash valuation up- 
-on animals like these. Mr. Barnum 
prized them very highly ; they were sort 
of pets with him.

He pur- 
chased them on the Isthmus of Suez. 
There were six of them originally, but 
two died. Then there were the two 
Bengal tigers, the finest specimens in 
America, and these cannot be replaced. 
Besides these, we had of the more ex- 
pensive animals, two sea-lions, two polar 
bears, an arctic seal, ten camels, one of 
which, the double humped one, was 
saved; three elephants, two of which 
were saved ; one eland, the horned ox of 
Tartary, a lion and lioness, beside a 
large number of the more common and 
less expensive animals, All of the ani- 
mals I have mentioned were young, and 
there is no doubt but that they were 
the finest collection in America. All of 
the mechanical figures of Houdin were 
in the building, and these can hardly 
be replaced.”
